In Class B, Master Ng 
Wai Yuen was the winner cf the 
Dixon scholarship, presented by 
Mr. HE Dixon, and in Class C, 
Master Ng Yuk Kwai secured the 
Tse Kai Po scholarsh‘p, presented 
by Mr. Tse Kai Po. On Empire 
Day, a tea was given in the 
schoo] premises to over 100 boys. 
These boys were from the three

Woman's Story. 


An official btasement issued by 
tha War Office finally disposes of 
the mischievous story that Lord 
Kitchenes’s death wax due to in- 
formation given by a Garmsn 
woman sDy. ;

Various statements bave been 
made in newspap2rs, patiadicals, 
and st public meetings to the 
effect thatthe war Office is io 
possession of evidence indicating 
that the sinking of 
Hampshire. with Lord Kitchener 
on board, on dune 5, 1916, was 
du, either wholly prin pert, to 
information supplied to thea Ger- 
man Government through the 
instrumentality of 3 femsle 
German spy vanted Elbie Boecker, 
resident in London at the tine 
of the disaster. . 

The War Office is not io posses- 
sion of any sich evidence, but 
bas received. reports that this 
woman who is described as 
“irresponsible -sod harmless,” 
bas herself bossted in Berlin that 
sho got 10,000 marke from. the 
Germen Government for informa- 
tion obtained from a British 
officer, friend of: “her - hiisband’s.

U.S. POLITICAL 
CONDITIONS. 


The ‘ Bloc” System 
Denounced. 


Mr. Johan W. Weeks, Sezretary 
of War, sharply criticised the bloc 
system in Congress, and warned 
that it may divide tho United 
States into “hostile factions or 
groups,” tothe detriment of the 
general interests of the country, 
inan eddress last moath before 
the convention of the Association 
of Life Insurance Presidents io 
the Hotel Astor, New York. 

This attack assumed more than 
ordinary significance because it 
followed so closely.on the heols of 
President arding’s message 
to Congress expressing «& 
Kindred viewpoint, and the 


two sepsrate statements ofopinion 


ware regarded as heralding a con- 
certed fight on the part of Rs- 
publican party leaders against the 
bloc system. 

Mr. Weeks declared thet if the 
present sys:em of organization in 
Congress were carried to its 
“logical conclusion,” the United 
States would b> divided into 
hostile groups and the country 
left “powerless to dafeid or 
maintain its interasts, nations 
or iaternationsl.” 

Mr. Weeks assorted thet in his 
opinion effective government had 
been weakened by the change 
from the days of * Csannonism,” 
when Congressman Joseph Can- 
non, as Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, found ways 
“perfectly legitimate under the 
rules to prevent the enactment of 
a vast amount of parsonal. and 
irresponsible legislation.” ‘ 

RECALLS ™ BIG STICK.” 

Contrasting the present situa- 
tion in Congress with that daring 
a former Administration, which 
he charactorizad by reference to 
the “big stick,” Mr. Woeks said: 

“It was not many years ago 
that wo heard stories about a ‘big 
stick’ which was supposed to be 
used in driving Congress into « 
state of tractability and force the 
enactment of laws desired by the 
Executive. The truth, however, 
is that while the Executive was a 
masterly man of dominating per- 
sonality and characteristics, he 
was a party man and those In the 
Executive branch of the Govern- 
ment were equally so. : 

“Thay believed in goveroment 
by party and thst the respono- 
sibility ander suoh government 
should be observed even by those 


who might doubt the wisdom of | 
the proposed action. Tho re 
‘sult was that the leaders in the 
Senate and in the House consult- | 
ed the Executive and together | 
they formalated the policies to ba 
followed. a ; 
“Quite frequently, no doubt, the. 
Execative in some instances 
urged, and perhaps imposed, his 
views on the Congressional 
leadera; but invariably these men 
returned to the Capitol to carry 


out the decision reached at the |” 


conference, snd the members of 
that party in the Senate and 
House, recognizing the necessity 
of responsible action, supported 
them in their endeavours. 

“Then came areform, orit was 
so heralded, in the conduct of the 
House of Representatives. The 
power ef action, which had 
largely rested with the Speaker 
aod through bim. with the 
Committee on Rales, was takea 
away and divided among com- 
mittees. The result—and I think 
it bas been clearly demon- 
strated—-is that it is impossible to 
get the type of. legislative action 
which comes from party reg- 
ularity and responsibility.”. 
CITIES INCREASED EXPENDITURE. 

He referred to the days of 
“Cannonism, when Mr. Cannon 
was called a Czar” and used his 
power “to pravent appropriations 
intended for Jocal purposes which 
were not needed and which were, 
not for the general good.” 

Mr. Weeks asserted that the in- 
crease of government expendi- 
tures in the last fifteen years 
showed to what extent the 
change in legislative mothods 
had affected the treasury. 

“To my mind,” he continued, 
“the change has bad s tendency 
to weaken effective government, 
has resulted in’ irresponsible 
legislation, prevented both parties 
from carrying out pledges made 
in their platforms, and, in time, 
will divide the legislative branch 
of the Government into groups, 
esch group championing s 
special cause, and we. will 
see the group combining 
with another to bring abut a con- 
trol of legislative action in the io- 
terest-of a particular fection. 

“While we may not degenerate 
to the level of some countries in 
this respect, carried to its logical 
conclusion we may eventally find 
ourselves divided into hostile fac-, 
tions or grounps, coe class pluo- 
dared by suother, and country 
powerless to defend or maintain 
its interests, national of interas- 
tion.” . ‘ 
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HEXT YEAR'S SUMMER TIME. -

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BLITALN’S ECONOMY CAMPAIGN. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer’s declaration to a 
Glasvow audience last week that expenditure must be re- 
_duced by froin 15 to 200 millions gives & certain timeliness 
to the interim report of the Geddes Economy Committee, 
which is understood to be in hands of the Cabinet. . That 
Committee had as its avowed aim a reduction in the 
Budget of some 120 millions. How urgent is this big cat 
is seen from Mr, Chamberlain's declaration; if successful 
to the full extent of its programme, the Committee's 
economy expedients will -be insufficient. ‘Even if a saving 
- of 200 millions be effected. this will not mean a lessening of 
taxation. The very substantial retrenchment indicated by 
the Chancellor is needed merely to keep taxation at its 
rescrt level, because owing to industrial depression there 
2s baen an increase in disbarsements on,the one hand and 
a decrease in revenue on the other. The appointment of 
this Coinmittee was the first serious step taken in the 
direction of reducing public expenditure. Earlier efforts 
had beea inade, but they were half-hearted, and cousequent- 
ly were not effectual in any appreciable degree. ; 

By August, owing very largely, though not exclusively, 
to the coal strike, the financial position had reached a pass 
which could only be ignored, at the risk of a header for 
Carey Street, to use the simile applied to private debtors, 
only no such ready expedient is available in the case of 
nations. Theoretically the Economy Committee was estab- 
lished to guide and advise the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
lt bas no constitutional status. and, tecunicably, the Gov- 
ernment is under noobligation to publish the report. The 
latest issues of the Horne journals to arrive do not contain 
anything beyond a slight conjectural outline of the report, 
but it can scarcely be supposed thal the Government will 
not publish the decumeat after the Cabinet has had an 
opportunity of studying it. The business men whom the 

overoment have called to their aid have become, in the 
eyes. of the public. the guardians of the national 
interest. In view of the enormous scope of its inquiries, 
there has been no tendency to hurry the laboura of the 
Committee, which, so far as can be judged from sundry 
incidents that have transpired. addressed itself to a 
Gargantuan task ina spirit of earnest endeavour. This 
indeed was what might have been expected from a body of 
eminint commercial men, whose big stake in industry 
renders them.alive tu the iacubus of abnormal taxation as 
affecting not only their personal interests, but those of the 
workers and the country in general. ; “ 

The people at Hohe bave grown accustomed to ten- 
figure Budgets, so potent is usage in mesmerising even 
fairly alert intelligences. Until pulled up in recent months 
by the revelations concerning the position of the national 
finances, it is probable that the average Britisher took for 
granted that somehow ends could still be made to meet. 
But it is worth pansing for a moment to consider just what 
is signified by taxation on the scale that has prevailed sm the 
_ post-war period. Before the war it was.reckoned.that the 

“annual income of the United Kingtom was something 
“between £2,000,000 and £2,500,000, estimates naturally 
. showing a very considerable margin of variation. Now, a 
Budget. of .£1,000,000,000 or more. means that the Old

ly startling to ‘point the need, had it not-already become

The Strike and Supplies. 
Whilst there have beon no 
fresh developmants of note io the 
strike situation, thore ia more 
than a little interest attachiog to 


the fact that three members of 
the Union have now figured in 


‘Potica and Marine Court gases. 


These mon have al! been pickets 
and for that reason wo wish to 
express tha hops that “picket- 
ing” in itself is not going to be 
made a crime. Every strika at 
Homo—in fact, throoghout the 
world—sees tha usa of pickets, 
and it is generally recognised 
that picketing isa lawfol act A 
recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States has 


laid it down that picketing fo-} : 


purposa of propagands is quite 
tawful, so long sa there is no 
resort to intimidation or violence, 
Tt is not alwaya easy to draw the 
lina between ° persuasion” and 
“intimidation ", but we should 
greatly recret any display of 
official interference, except to 
maintain public peaca and order. 
The cases which have so 
far come iito Court seem to 
have concerned more than mere 
picketing and so this Note is 
rather an expression of hope than 
a censure on what has slready 
been done. Another matter in 
connection with the strike op 
which we would like to comment 
is in conoection- with tha food 
supply. In spite of assurances to 
the contrary, there is nodoubs 
that the supply of food is not ao 
plentifel as it was formerly. 
There were no eggs to be pur 
chased at the Dairy Farm i: 
Kowloon on Sunday and sester* 
day mornings and some orders 
for beaf could oot be execated. 
‘bis may bave been due to some 
temporary cause, apart from the 
strike, but it is not a very com- 
forting coincidence. The bonts 
now being ron to-Canton and 
manned by the naval authorities 
bave met with little or no luck at 
all and it is to ba hoped tha: the 
authorities im the neighbouring 
port will exteud official assistance, 
if needs be, to prevent hardship 
and suffering among ths thou- 
ascds of Cantonese who find s 
livelihood and home in Hongkong. 
The maintenance of essential 
services ts 2 matter affecting the 
authorities of both p -tts and one 
in which a little co-operation 
would be of mutual benefir. 


Turpin Up to-Date. .

aboutit. OF late vearg Briti-hers 
bave rather prided themselves on 
the relative absence of crimes of 
this sort in Great Britain, aod 
there has been an inclination to 
boast on this score. Since the war. 
however, open and dating crimes 
have baen on the increase and 
there js cause to wocder whether 
the war and its expariences have 
not given some men a taste for 
high adventure—adventure of a 
criminal kind. The graat amount 
of unemployment at Hume has 
also possibly deivan more mon 
than would otherwise -bave been 
the case in to the criminal ranks 
—a bappeoing, not at all hard to 
understand. This doubtless helps 
to account for the growth of 
pilfering at the docks. But with 
all. thesa things, Great Britain is 
still a land remarkably free from 
sensations like thatjust reported. 
When employment is made 
plentiful we may expect to gat 
back to the pre-war ways, when 
hold-ups, armed robberies and 
the like, were the exception.

A Full Life. 


C.The Reaper bes been busy 
amid the ranks of the distic- 
guished political, diplomatic, and 
judicial veteran Peers. Lords 
Haisbury- 2nd Lindley. :passed 
away a few .weeks ago; now 
Viscount Bryce -is sberes| 
among- the great majority. 
Apparenily his decease 
must have occurred rath- 
ec. suddenly; although in 
bis signty-foursh year, Viscount 
Bryce was almost as active as 
ever, andonly a few weeks ago 
delivered a lengthy sddresa upon 
the Far Hastern question. 


Ii can ke said with confidence 
that the late Peer lived a fall life. 
James first Viscount Bryce was 
bora on May 10, 1838 at Glaa- 
gow, and attended the High 
school and Waiversity of 
the Second City, subsequently 
proceeding to ‘Trinity College, 
Uxiord, where he gradoated 
B. A. in 1862, receiving the 
degree of D.C.L. from this Alma 
Maaterip 1870. He wes also 6 
fellow of Uriel Coll, and « little 
Inter attended the famous 
German university of Heidelberg, 
so thet his training was-condact- 
ed upon comprehensive lines. 


Returning to England, James 
Bryce was entered at Lincoln's 
lus, his call to the 
Bar following in 1867. He 
practised law for some fifteen 
years, ani tor-a lengthy period 
was Regius Professor of Civil 
Law ot Uxford. In 1880 he ep- 
-tered Parliament 23 Liberal mem- 
ber for the Tower Hamlats divi- 
sion, and in 1086 became Under 

_ Secretary for Foreign Affaira.. 
When Gladstone returned. to 
poWer in 1892 Mr. Bryce..was 
appointed Chancellorof theDacby 
. of Lancaster, with a seat in the 
Cabinet, while in 1894 he was 
sppointed President of the Board 
of ‘Irade. 

The ial! of the Rosebery Cabinet 
(Lord Rosebery. having succeeded 
Gladstone in the Jeaderahipof the 
Liberat Party on the latter’s re- 
tirement from public life) saw an 
end to. Mr. Bryce’s Ministerial 
activities for the tire, but not be- 
forehe bed bad performed gomd service 


as Chairman of the Royal Commis- 
sion on Secozdary Education. 
His interests in this sphere wera 
farther shown by his being elect- 
ed s member of the Senate of 
| crosed University. He  slso 
enjoyed membership of -the 
Institute of France, and, ia fact, 
was associated with academic 
institutions iu most of the lsad- 
ing countnes of Europe and ica 
America. Besides holding the 
degrees of D.C.L. (from saveral 
Universities), LL.D: and F.RS., 
he was a GC.V.O, a Prsy 
Coancillor, and, most distinguish- 
ed mark of all, s member of the 
select few. composing the Order 
of Merit, a distinction which 
carries mo special title or 
precederice, but is recognised asa 
token of exceptional intellectual 
and moral qualities. The deceased 
was alsoan ex-President of the 
British Academy, a trustee of the 
National Portrait Gallery, and an 
Hoo. Fellow of the Royal 
Gergrepbical Society. 

When the: Liberals returned to 
power in 1905 Mr. Bryce, as 
member for South Aberdeen, be- 
carne Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
He held thas post for two years, 


-fand then entered upon the office 


which Liberals speak of aa bis 
greatest success, being appointed 
Ambassador to Washington. Is 
was, to some extent, a break with 
tradition, previous Anj/bassadors 
haviag been of Courtly families: 
Mr. Bryce was spoken of as 
inaugurating democratic dip- 
lomacy. He retired from this 
office in 1913, and the following, 
year was created « Viscount. 

Viscount Bryce, who was one of 
the British representatives at the 
The Hagus Tribunsl, published a 
nomber of varied works, ranging 
from such subjects as “The Flora 
of the Isle of Arran’’ to "The 
Holy Romac Empire” and 
” The American Common- 
wealtb”, the last-named being 
generally’ referred to as his 
magnus opuin. Only last year ha 
wrote " Modern Democracies,” 
which « section of the Radical 
Press described as reactiouary, a 
view not shared by critics ia 
geroral.
